Every battalion, whether it compoſe the whole, or only half a 
regiment, 1s to be divided into four divifions and eight platoons ; 
no platoon to confiſt of leſs than ten files; fo that a regiment con- 


fiſting of leſs than eighty files cannot form a battalion, but muſt be 


incorporated with ſome other, or employed on detachment. 
In caſe of the abſence of any field officer, his place is-to be filled 
by the officer next in rank in the regiment ; © 
officers may remain with their reſpective companies, if any com- 
pany officer is abſent, his place ſhall be ſupplied by the officer next 
in rank 1n the ſame company ; but ſhould it happen that a company 
is leſt without an officer, the colonel or commanding officer may 
order an officer of another company to take the command, as well for 
the exerciſe as for the diſcipline and police of the company incamp. 
When the light company 1s with the regiment it muſt be formed

CHAPTER V. 
Of the Inflruftion of Recruits. 


E commanding officer of esch company is charged with the 


inftruRion of his recruits ; and as that is a ſervice that requires 
not only experience, but a patience and temper not met with in 
every officer, he is io make choice of an officer, ſerjeant, and one 
or two corporals of his company, who, being approved of by the

The order of march of an army being given, the adjutant gene- 


ral will appoint the field officers for the advanced and rear guards, 


and iſſue orders to the brigade majors to have ready their reſpec- 


tive quotas of other officers and men for the advanced guard, which 
vill conſiſt of the number neceflary for the guards of the new camp. 
Theſe, together with a pioneer of each company, and a ſerjeant

Of the BAGGAGE on a MARCH, 


* E inconveniencies ariiing to an army from having too great 
a number of waggons, muſt be evident to every officer; and 
it is expected that for the future each officer will curtail his bag- 
gage as much as poſſible. : 


The order of march for the army will always determine that 
for the baggage ; and, whatever place it may occupy in the line 
of march, the waggons mult always follow in the ſame order as 
their reſpective regiments. 

The quarter-maſter general, or his deputy, will give the order 
of march for the baggage ; and the commander in chief will 
order an eſcort, to be commanded by a field officer, according to 
its ſtrength. ; , 


An officer of each battalion muſt be appointed to ſuperintend | 
the ſirtking of the-tents, and loading the waggens ; he mult ſee 
that the tents are properly tied up; that no proviſions or other ar- 
icles are packed in them; and that the tent-poles are tied in a 
nth by chemſelves; he muſt not ſuffer the waggons to be over- 
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loaded, or any thing put in them but what is allowed; and when 
the waggons are loaded, he muſt lend them with the quarter-maſter 


ſerjeant to the rendezvous of the brigade, This ſerjeant is to re- 


main with the baggage of his regiment, to fee that the waggons 
follow in order; and if a waggon breaks down, it muſt be put 
cout of the line, that it may not impede the march of the reſt. 


Each regiment will furniſh a non-commiſſioned officer to con- 
duct the ſick and lame who are not able to march with their regi- 
ments. Theſe men are to repair, at the heating of the general, to 
the rendezvous appointed, where a ſufficient number of empty 

waggons will be ordered to attend for the reception of their knap- 
ſacks, and their arms, if neceſſary, A, ſurgeon of each brigade 'is 
to attend the ſick belonging to it. | 


The commanding officer of each battalion will inſpect the fick 


before they are ſent from the battalion, in order that none may be 


ſent but thoſe who are really incapable of marching with their re- 
giments. And the officer commanding the eſcort will be anfwer- 
able that no ſoldiers are permitted to march with the baggage on 
any pretence whatever, except the quarter-maſter ſerjeant ob each 
regiment, as before directed.

As it is highly neceſſary an officer ſhouid have fome know!edge 
of his ſituation, he muſt, immediately after relieving the old guard, 


viſit the ſentinels, and examine the ground round his poſt ; and 1 
he thinks or ſentinels not ſufficient to ſecure him. from a ſurpriſe, 


he is at liberty to place more, acquainting therewith the general or 
field officer of the day who viſits his poſt ; but without their leave 
he is not to alter any that are already poſted. He muſt cauſe the 


roads leading to the enemy and to the next poſts to be well recon- 


noitred by an officer of the guard, or for want of one, by an intel- 


ligent non-commiſſioned officer and ſome faithful men, inform 


himſelf of every thing neceſſary for his ſecurity, and uſe every poſ- 
ſible precaution againſt a ſurpriſe. He muſt permit no flranger to 
enter his poſt, nor ſuffer his men to talk with him.

And every company {hall be con- 
ſtantly furmſhed with two facks, to be filled occaſionally with 
firaw, and ſerve as beds for the fick. Thele ſacks to be provided 
in the ſame manner as cloathing for the troops, and iſſued by the 
regimental clothier to the captain of each company, who will be 
anſwerable for the ſaue. F 


When a ſoldier dies or is diſmiſſed the hoſ vital, the ſtraw he 
lay on is to be burnt, and the bedding well waſhed and aired before 


another is permitted to uſe it. 


The ſerjeants and corporals ſhall every morning at roll-call give 
a return of the ſick in their reſpective {quads to the firſt ſerjeant, 
who muſt make out one for the company, and loſe no time in de- 
Iivering it to the ſurgeon, who will immediately viſit them, and or- 
der ſuch as he thinks proper to the regimental hoſpital; ſuch 
whoſe caſes require their being ſent to the general hoſpital, he is 


to. report immediately to the ſurgeon general, or principal ſurgeon

Once every week (and oftener vhen required) the ſurgeon will

pay great attention to the following objects: - 


The preſervation of the ſoldiers? health ſhould be the firſt and 

eateſt care; and as that depends in a great meaſure on their clean- 
ineſs and manner of living, he muſt have a watchful eye over the 
officers of companies, that they pay the neceſſary attention to their 
men in thoſe reſpetts. 0 33 


The only means of keeping the ſoldiers in order is, to have them 
continually under the eyes of their ſuperiors ; for which reaſon 
the commandant ſhould uſe the utmoſt ſeverity to prevent their 
ſtraggling from their companies, and never ſuffer them to leave 
the regiment without being under the care of a non- commiſſioned 
officer, except in caſes of neceſſity. And in order to prevent any 
man's being abſent from the regiment without his knowledge, he 
mult often count the files, and ſee that they agree with the returns 


delivered him, ſtrictly obliging every man retumed fit for duty to 


appear under arms on all occaſions ; and if any are mifling, he 
muſt oblige the commanding officer of the company to account for 
their abſence. In a word, a commandant ought to know upon 
what daty, aud where every man of his regiment is. To theſe 
points the other field officers mult allo pay attention. | 


The choice of non-commiſhoned officers is alſo an object of the 
greateſt importance : The order and diſcipline of a regiment de- 
pends ſo much upon thezr behaviour, that too much care cannot 
be taken in preferring none to that truſt, but thoſe who by their 
merit and good conduct are entitled to it. Honeſty, ſobriety, and 
a remarkable attention to every point of duty, with a neatneſs in 

their dreſs, are indiſpenſable requiſites ; a ſpirit to command re- 
ſpe and obedience from the men, an expertneſs in performing ev-

ery part of the exerciſe, and an ability to teach it, are alſo abſo- 
lutely neceſſary; nor can a ſerjeani or corporal be ſaid to be qual · 
ilied who does not white and read in a tolerable manner.

He muſt divide his company into four ſquads, placing each un- 
der the care of a non-commiſſioned officer, who is to be anſwer- 


able for the dreſs and behaviour of the men of his ſquad. 


He muſt be very particular in the daily and weekly inſpections 
of his men, cauſing all deficiencies to be immediately ſupplied ; 
and when he diſcovers any irregularity in the dreſs and conduct of 
any ſoldier, he muſt not only puniſh him, but the non- commiſ- 
ſioned officer to whoſe ſquad he belongs. | 5 


He muſt keep a ſtrict eye over the conduct of the non-commil- 
ſioned officers; oblige them to do their duty with the greateſt ex- 
actneſs; and uſe every poſſible means to keep up a proper ſubor- 
dination between them and the ſoldiers: For which reaſon he muſt 
never rudely reprimand them in preſence of the men, but at all 
times treat them with prope! teſpect. 


He muſt pay the utmoſt attention to every thing which contri- 
butes to the health of the men, and oblige them to keep themſelves 
and every thing belonging to them in the greateſt cleanlineſs and 
order. He muſt never ſuffer a man who has any infectious diſor- 
der to remain in the company, hut ſend him immediately to the 
hoſpital, or other place provided for the reception of ſuch patients, 
to prevent the ſpreading of the infection. And when any man is 
ſick, or otherwiſe unfit for duty, or abſent, he muſt fee that his 
arms and accoutrements are properly taken care of, agreeably to 
the 'regulations preſcribed. ] 


He muſt keep a book, in which muſt he entered the name and 
deſcription of every non-commiſſioned officer and ſoldier of his 
company ; his trade or occupation ; the place of his birth and 
uſual reſidence ; where, when, and for what term he. enliſted ; 
diſcharges, furloughs, copies of all returns, and every caſualty that 


* 
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happens in the company. Ile muſt alſo keep an account of all 
arms, accoutrements, ammunition, cloathing, neceſſaries and camp 
equipage delivered his company, that on inſpeRting it he may be 
able to diſcover any. deficiencies. | 


When the company arrive at their quarters after a march, he 
muſt not diſmiſs them till the guards are ordered out, and (if can- 
toned) the billets diſtributed, which muſt be as near together as 
poſſible ; and he muſt ſtrictly prohibit his men from vexing the 
inhabitants, and cauſe to be puniſhed any that offend in that re- 
ipett. He muſt acquaint them with the hours of roll-call and go- 
ing for proviſions, with their alarm-poſt, and the hour of march

in the morning. 


If che company make any ſtay in a place, he muſt, previous to 
their marching, inſpect into their condition, examine their knap- 
ſacks, and ſee that they carry nothing but what is allowed, it being 
a material object to prevent the ſoldier loading himſelf with unne- 
ceſſary baggage. 2085 
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INSTRUCTIONS for the LIEUTENANT. 


| 1 in the abſence of the captain, commands the 

company, and ſhould therefore make himſelf acquainted with 

the duties of that ſtation, he muſt alſo be perfectly acquainted with 

the duties of the non-commiſſioned officers and ſoldiers, and fee 
them performed with the greateſt exactneſs. 


He ſhould endeavour to gain the love of his men, by his atten- 
tion to every thing which may contribute to their health and con- 
- venience. He ſhould often viſit them at different hours; inſpect 
into their manner of living ; ſee that their proviſions are good and 
well cooked, and as far as poſſible oblige them to take their meals 
at regulated hours. He ſhould pay attention to their complaints, 
and when well founded, endeavour to get them redreſſed; but diſ- 
courage them from complaining on every frivolous occaſion. 


He 0 not ſuffer the ſoldiers to be ill treated by the non- com- 
miſſioned officers through malevolence, or from any pique or re-

ſentment; but muſt at the ſame time be careful that a proper de- 


gree of ſubordination is kept up between thgem. 


Although no officer ſhould be ignorant of the- ſervice of the 
guards, yet it particularly behoves the lieutenant to be perfectly ac- 


quainted with that duty; he being oftener than any other officer 


entruſted with the command of a guard—a truſt of the higheſt im- 
portance, on the faithful execution of which the ſafety of an army 


de 
di inguiſh himſelf by his judgment, vigilance, and bravery.

"HE enſign is in a particular manner charged with the cleans 
lineſs of the men, to which he mult pay the greateſt attention,

When the company parades, and whilſt the captain and lieu- 
tenant are examining the arms and accoutrements, the enſign muſt 


inſpe& the dreſs of the ſoldiers, obſerving whether they are clean, 
ns every thing about them in the beſt. order poſſible, and duly 
noticing any wh in theſe reſpetts are deficient. | . 


He quſt be very attentive to the conduct of the non-commiſ- 
ſioned officers, obſerving that they do their duty with the greateſt 
exactneſs; that they ſupport a proper authority, and at the ſame 
time do not ill-treat the men through any pique or reſentment, 


As there are only two colours to a regiment, the enſigns muſt 


carry them by turns, being warned for that ſervice by the adjutant.

unplizit obedience. He ſhould: be well acquainted with the inte- 
rior management and diſcipline of the regiment, and the manner 
of keeping roſters. and forming details. He muſt always attend 
the parade, be very expert in counting off the battalions, and in 
every other buſineſs of the adjutant, to whom he is an aſſiſtant.

| He will keep the details of the company, and never warn a man 
out of his turn, unleſs particularly ordered fo to do. 


He muſt take the daily orders in a bock kept by bim for that

purpoſe, and ſhew them to his officers. 


He muſt every morning make a report to the captain, of the 
Hate of the company, in the form preſcribed ; and at the fame 
time acquaint him with any thing material that may have happened 
in the company ſince the preceding report. 


He maſt parade all guards and detachments furniſhed by his 
company, examine their arms ammunition, accontrements, and 
drefs, before he carries them to the parade; and if any man ap- 
pears unfit, he muſt ſupply his place with another, and have the 
defaulter puniſhed : For this purpoſe he muſt always warn a man 
or two more than ordered, to ſerve as a reſerve, who, if not want- 
ed, will return to their companies. : 4 


He will keep the company book (under the inſpechon of the 
captain) in which, he will emer the name and deſeription of every 
non-· commiſſioned officey and ſoldier ; his trade and occupation; 
the place of his birth: and uſual reſidence; where, when, and for 
what term he was enlifted: the bounty paid him; the arms, am- 
munition, accoutre ments, cloathing and neceſſaries delivered him, 
with their marks and numbers, and the times when delivered; alſo 
copies of all returns, furloughs, diſcharges, and every caſualty that 


happens in the company. | 
| When eseh ſoldier ſhall be provided with a,ſmall book, the firſt 


ferjeant is to enter therein, the ſoldier's name, a copy of his enliſt= + 


ment, the bounty paid him, the arms, accoutrements, cloathing and 
neceſſaries delivered him, with their marks and numbers: For this 
purpoſe he muſt be preſent at all diſtributions in his company;

Tz being on the non-commiſſoned officers that the diſcipline and 
L order of a company in a great meaſure depend, they cannot be 
too circumſpett in their behaviour towards the men, by treating 
them with mildneſs, and at the ſame time obliging every one to do 
his duty. By avoiding too great familiarity with the men, they 
will not only gain their love and confidence, but be treated with a 
proper reſpect; whereas by a contrary conduct they forfeit all re- 
gard, and their authority becomes deſpiſed. N 


Each ſerjeant and cerporal will be in a particular manner an- 
ſwerable for the {quad committed to his care. He muſt pay par- 
ticular attention to their conduct in every reſpect; that they 
keep themſelves and their arms always clean; that they have 
their effects always ready, and put where they can get them imme- 
diately, even in the ra without confuſion ; and on every fine 
day he muſt oblige them to air their effects. 8 


When a man of his ſquad is warned for duty, he muſt examine 
him before he carries him to the parade, obliging him to take all 
his effects with him, unleſs when ſpecially ordered to the contrary. 


In teaching the recruits, they wy exerciſe all their patience, by 
no means abuſing them, but treating them with mildneſs, and not 
expect too much preciſion in the firſt leſſons, puniſhing thole only

On a march the non- commiſſioned officers muſt preſerve order 
and regularity, and ſuffer no man to leave the ranks without per- 
miſſion of the officer commanding the platoon. 


A corporal mult teach the ſentinels to challenge briſkly, and ev- 
ery thing elſe they are to do in their different ſituations ; and when 
he relieves them, muſt make them deliver the orders diſtincily. 


When a guard is relicved, the non-commiſſioned officers take 
the orders from thoſe whom they relieve ; when ſent to vifit the 
ſentinels they ſhould inſtruct them in their duty. "They - ſhould 
reconnoitre the roads they are to patrol in the night, that they may 
not loſe themſelves. They muſt make their patrol with the great- 
eſt ſilence aud attention, and where neceſſary Fad a faithful ſoldier 
a-head to look out. If they meet a detachment of the enemy 
flronger than their own, they muſt retreat in order to their own 

ſt. In the night they muſt ſtop all ſtrangers that approach. 
They malt not ſuffer their men to make the leaſt noiſe with their 
arms or accoutrements, and every now and then ſtop and liſten. 
On their return from patroling, they muſt report to che officer 
what they have ſeen or 4 | | 

When a non-commiſſioned officer is a file-cloſer in action, he 
muſt take care to keep the ranks and files properly cloſed, and 
when too much crowded, make them incline from the centre. 
When the files of his platoon are diſordered by the loſs of men, he 
muſt exert himſelf to dreſs and complete them afreſh, with the ut- 
moſt expedition. He muſt keep the greateſt filence in the ranks, - 
ſee that the men load well and quick, and take good aim. He will 
do all in his power to encourage the ſoldiers, and uſe moſt vigor- 
ous means to prevent any from leaving the ranks, unleſs wounded.

"HE recruit having received his neceſſaries, ſhould in the firſt 

place learn to dreſs himſelf with a ſoldier- like air; to place 
his effects properly in his knapſack, ſo as to carry them with eafe 
and convenience; how to ſalute his officers when he meets them; 
to clean his arms, wafh his linen, and cook his proviſions. He 
thould early accuſtom himſelf to dreſs in the night ; and for that 
purpoſe always have his effects in bis knapfack, and that placed 


where he can put his band on it in a moment, that in caſe of alarm, 


he may repair with the greateſt alertneſs to the parade. 


When learning to march, he muſt take the greateſt pains to ac- 
quire a firm ſtep, and a proper balance, practiſing at all his leiſure 
hours. He muſt accuſtom himſelf to the greateſt Readineſs under 
arms, to pay attention to the commands of his officers, and exerciſe 
himfelf continually with his fireloek, in order to acquire vivacity 
in his motions. muſt acquaint himſelf with the uſual beats 
and Ggnals of the drum, and inſtantly obey them. | 


When in the ranks, he muſt always learn the names of his right 
and left hand men and file-leader, that he may be eble to find his 
place readily in caſe of ſeparation. He muſt cover his file-leader 


and drefs well in his rank, which he may be affured of doing when 


he can juſt perceive the breaft of the third man from him. Hav- 
ing joined his company, he maſt no longer conſider himſelf as 2 
recruit, but as a ſoldier; and whenever he is ordered under arms, 
muſt appear well dreſſed, with his arms and accputrements clean 


and in good order, and his knapſack, blanket, &c. ready to tkrow 
on bis back in cafe he ſhould be ordered to take them, © 


Where warned for guard, he muſt appear 3s neat as poſſible; 


carry all his effects with him, and even when on ſentry muſt have 


He muſt receive the orders from the ſentinel} 
he relieves ; and when placed before the guard-houſe, he muſt in-
